MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : 

We  have  now  taken  our  oaths  of  office,  and  to-day  enter- 
upon  the  discharge  of  those  duties  which  have  I'ccu  assign- 
ed to  us  by  a  majority  of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  we  might 
be  considered  wanting  in  those  kind  feelings  of  gratitude, 
which  should  find  a  place  in  every  bosom,  did  we  not  re- 
turn thanks  for  the  confidence  they  have  so  generously  re- 
posed, and  the  honors  they  have  now  conferred  on  us.  I 
know  that  your  hearts  throb  with  mine,  and  would  say 
with  me  to  the  people  of  Dover,  that  the  duties  you  have 
placed  in  our  hands  we  will  discharge  according  to  the  abil- 
ity which  God  has  given  us.  The  interests  of  the  City  are 
placed  in  our  hands,  the  responsibilities  we  all  share  and 
should  deeply  feel,  and  to  those  duties  and  responsibilities 
our  minds  are  now  directed. 

I  would  urge  upon  your  notice,  both  for  the  present  and 
the  future,  the  thought  that  by  a  punctuality  and  constancy 
of  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Boards,  we  should 
keep  the  public  business  always  promptly  performed,  and 
not  allow  any  portion  of  it  to  suffer  for  want  of  being  trans- 
acted at  its  proper  time.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  .should  never  be  lacking  at  the  meetings  of 
either  Board.  The  offices  which  we  have  accepted  involve 
the  performance  of  certain  duties  ;  which,  even  when  we 
accepted  the  nominations,  we  really  agreed  to  perform,  and 
now,  when  trusting  to  our  honesty  and  capability,  our  citi- 
zens have  confirmed  those  nominations  at  the  polls,  we  have 


consented  to  assume  the  labor  with  the  honor.  Heretofore 
by  implied  pledges  we  were  bound,  we  now  take  upon  us 
the  more  solemn  obligations  of  an  oath,  that  we  will  well 
and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  us,  and  in 
that  cath  we  have  repeated  the  solemn  words,  "  So  help 
me  God." 

Let  us,  therefore,  devote  ourselves  to  the  work  entrusted 
to  us  with  earnestness  and  industry  ;  let  our  administra- 
tion be  characterized  by  prudent  and  judicious  economy, 
by  a  just  and  impartial  regard  for  the  rights  of  every  citi- 
zen, by  the  preservation  of  good  order,  by  the  security  and 
quiet  of  the  whole  community,  and  by  a  conscientious  efibrt 
to  promote  the  growth  of  public  morals.  A  cloud  of  wit- 
nesses hold  us  in  view,  to  each  and  all  of  whom  we  ac- 
knowledge responsibility,  and  who  have  the  right  to  hold 
us  to  a  strict  account  for  all  our  official  actions.  Asking 
the  blessings  of  Providence  upon  all  our  eftbrts,  let  us  do 
.our  duty  to  the  extent  of  our  ability. 

I  shall  now,  in  accordance  with  established  usage,  pro- 
ceed to  submit  to  you  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  City, 
obtained  from  such  examination  as  I  have  been  enabled  to 
give  them,  referring  you  for  full  details  to  the  reports  of 
the  several  departments  wliich  have  been  prepared  with 
■  care  and  will  be  submitted  to  you  at  an  early  day. 

The  total  amount  of  receipts  the  past  year  has  been  $72- 
713,22  and  the  expenditures  has  been  $72,293,24,  of  which 
amount  $35,154,21  has  been  expended  for  bounties  and  aid 
to  dependents  of  volunteers — of  this  last  sum  $10,523,50 
will  be  reimbursed  by  the  State.  The  city  debt  is  $43,- 
470,00,  reduced  by  amount  due  from  the  State  leaves  the 
actual  indebtedness  of  the  city,  Dec.  31,  1862,  $32,926,50. 
Thus  the  city  debt  has  been  increased  the  past  year  $10,- 
376,50,  while  $35,164,21  has  been  expended  on  account  of 
the  war. 

The  principal  item  of  expenditure,  for  the  past  year,  was 
for  aid  to  the  families  of  our  volunteers  and  bounties.  No- 
bly have  our  young  men,  native  born  and  adopted,  respond- 
ed to  the  call  of  the  Government,  and  they  have  seemed  to 


vie  with  each  other  in  generous  emuliition  as  to  which 
should  first  enroll  themselves  in  the  defense  of  our  country. 
But,  alas,  as  we  take  a  retrospective  view,  we  find  that 
many  of  those  noble-hearted  patriotic  men  have  laid  down 
their  lives,  and  freely  poured  out  their  heart's  blood  upon 
the  battle-field  for  the  love  of  their  country.  Many  hearts 
have  been  made  to  bleed.  Many  homes  have  been  made 
desolate,  in  this  hour  of  our  country's  peiil,  by  the  loss  of 
these  brave,  generous  hearted  men. 

Gentlemen,  may  these  thus  suffering  and  dying  away 
from  their  homes  and  dear  friends,  sacrificing  their  lives 
and  all  that  is  dear  for  their  country's  cause,  fill  our  hearts 
with  the  deepest  sympathy  for  those  left  behind,  among 
whom  are  parents  mourning  the  loss  of  sons,  wives  of  hus- 
bands, sisters  of  brothers,  and  children  of  fathers.  I  am 
confident  that  a  prudent,  yet  judicious  liberality  towards 
these  families  will  meet  the  approbation  of  all  our  citizens. 

Our  streets  and  highways  are  in  good  condition  ;  one  or 
more  of  our  bridges,  I  am  informed,  will  require  a  consid- 
erable outlay  for  repairs.  For  a  few  years  we  have  used 
with  great  advantage,  broken  stones  tor  macadamising 
some  of  our  principal  streets,  contributing  immeasurably 
to  the  public  convenience  and  comfort.  We  have  a  large 
quantity  of  this  ledge  stone  on  the  city  land.  It  costs,  at 
first,  more  than  other  material,  but  when  we  take  into 
consideration  its  durability,  we  shall  find  it  the  best  econo- 
my to  use  it.  One  of  the  duties  of  the  City  Government, 
and  not  one  of  the  least  importance,  is  protecting  the  pub- 
lic streets  and  squares  of  the  city  against  the  encroach- 
ments of  adjacent  owners.  None  of  our  streets  are  remark- 
able for  width,  many  of  them  are  narrow,  yet  the  disposi- 
tion is  everywhere  rife  with  the  abutters  to  settle  all  doubt- 
ful questions  of  boundary  in  their  own  favor,  by  taking 
possession  of  public  property,  trusting  to  public  forbear- 
ance and  forgetfulness  as  a  protection.  To  counteract  this 
disposition  it  is  necessary  that  the  city  officials  should  be- 
on  the  alert  against  every  encroachment. 
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The  fire  department  of  our  city  is  in  a  state  of  thorough 
efficiency,  and  justly  a  source  of  pride  and  admiration. 
Many  of  the  firemen  are  owners  of  real  estate  and  are  men 
of  character  and  influence,  and,  as  a  class,  compose  the 
most  robust,  zealous  and  active  men  of  our  city.  When 
an  alarm  is  sounded  the  promptness  and  hearty  action  of 
the  department,  and  the  efficiency  of  its  members  when  on 
duty,  give  us  confidence  that  the  progress  of  the  flames 
will  be  stayed  before  thjey  have  caused  much  destruction  of 
property.  Tlie  comparatively  small  amount  of  property 
destroyed  by  fire  in  our  city,  testifies  to  the  efficiency  of 
our  fii-c  deprirtmeut  and  shows  us  that  it  is  well  entrusted 
to  faithful  hands,  and  assures  us  that  we  are  as  well  pre- 
pared as  can  reasonably  be  expected,  to  withstand  the  rav- 
ages of  that  devouring  element,  to  which  the  experience  of 
the  past  tells  us  we  are  constantly  exposed. 

The  poor,  -whom  we  have  always  with  us,  should  be  re- 
garded by  us  as  a  special  legacy  entrusted  to  our  care,  and  to 
them  our  sympathy  and  our  aid  should  ba  freely  extended. 
Each  city  and  town  is  wisely  compelled  by  the  State  laws 
to  provide  for  its  respective  poor,  and  the  charitable  love 
which  we  have  for  our  neighbor  should  not  permit  us  to 
neglect  that  Christian  duty.  This  department  is  under  the 
charge  of  an  overseer.  The  draft  upon  the  city  treasury 
for  the  expenditures  of  the  year  has  been  $.3,400. 

Education  is  the  most  important  institution  of  society, 
and  the  corner  stone  upon  which  ours  as  a  free  and  en- 
lightend  Republic  is  built  ;  affi)rding  equ  d  advantages  to 
the  poor  as  well  as  to  the  rich.  As  our  schools  are  so  well 
conducted  and  are  entrusted  to  good  and  faithful  hands  I 
shall  not  comment  further  upon  this  important  topic.  The 
expenditure  in  the  public  school  department  during  the  past 
year  has  been  $7,200,94. 

Another  interest  of  importance  is  the  Police  Department. 
Oreat  interests  are  confided  to  the  care  of  our  police.  Their 
labors  are  often  difficult  and  varied.  The  aim  of  the  police 
should  be  to  secure  public  confidence  and  respect  by  a 


proper  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  Being-  entrusted 
with  important  duties  and  brought  into  contact  with  indi- 
viduals of  every  variety  of  character,  and  often  placed  in 
positions  requiring  great  prudence  and  foresight,  it  is  man- 
ifest to  every  reflecting  mind  that  no  man  should  be  ap- 
pointed as  an  officer  whose  reputation,  character,  influence 
and  example  in  the  community  are  not  above  reproach  and 
beyond  suspicion. 

Having  called  your  attention  to  some  of  the  principal  in- 
terests of  the  city,  I  would  suggest  that,  in  a  state  of  na- 
tional affairs  like  the  present,  it  becomes  us  all,  each  for 
himself,  to  let  prudence  and  economy  control  his  affairs, 
and  it  particularly  becomes  us,  who  have  been  made  the 
superintendents  of  the  public  weal  and  the  custodians  of  all 
public  interests,  to  see  that  equal  prudence  and  economy  in- 
fluences them  all.  The  rule  and  conduct  that  will  protect 
the  individual  will  protect  the  city,  which  is  but  a  collec- 
tive individuality. 

We  are  now  engaged  in  civil  war,  the  old  bond  is  sever- 
ed, and  States,  like  mighty  ships  in  a  tempest,  have  broken 
loose  from  their  moorings  and  have  come  crashing  and  thun- 
dering down  upon  each  other,  in  wild  confusion  and  inevi- 
table destruction. 

Our  hopes,  gentlemen,  as  a  republic,  depend  upon  that 
sacred  instrument  handed  down  to  us  by  our  fathers,  and  I 
may  be  allowed  here  to  say  that  we  are  ready  to  stand  on 
that  Constitution  as  it  is,  and  we  will  be  slow  to  ratify  any 
amendments,  by  whomsoever  made,  which  will  sacrifice  the 
liberties  of  our  people,  or  which  our  children  would  not  ap- 
prove, and  thus  transfer  to  them  sorrows  and  responsibili- 
ties we  should  meet  manfully  ourselves. 

We  trust  soon  that  the  clang  of  arms,  the  roll  of  the  spir- 
it-stirring drum,  the  clarion  note  of  the  trumpet,  the  meas- 
ured tread  and  steady  tramp  of  armed  hosts,  will  give  place 
to  music  more  congenial  to  the  ears  of  a  laboring  people. 
In  their  stead  may  we  soon  hear  the  hum  of  busy  machin- 
ery, the  roar  of  the  water-fall,  the  confined  breathings  of 


the  steam  engine,  the  twirl  of  the  spindle,  the  clatter  of  the 
loom,  the  ring  of  the  anvil,  all  joining  in  harmonious  sympa- 
thy with  the  song  of  the  sower,  the  hymn  of  the  reaper  and 
the  voice  of  a  free  and  prosperous  people,  in  one  grand,  in- 
dustrial chant  of  liberty,  happiness  and  peace.  Liberty  t6 
all  our  people,  happiness  in  all  our  land  and  peace  in  the 
bosom  of  our  distracted,  bleeding,  but  united  country. 

Having  done  our  duty  under  the  Constitution  and  to  our 
God,  we  may  then  saftly  lean  upon  His  arm,  knowing  that 
He  rules  in  sunshine  and  in  storm,  and  taketh  care  of  the 
destinies  of  nations  and  of  men.

Drunkards  2,  Passing  Counterfeit  Money  2,  Deserters  from 
the  Army  10,  Keeping  Disorderly  Houses  2,  Intoxication 
46,  Larceny  14— Total  120.

REPORT 

OF  THE   SUPERINTENDING   SCHOOL   COMMITTEE 
OF   THE   CITY   OF   DOVER, 

For  the  Tear  ending  Marcli  31, 1863. 
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PROGRESS. 

Another  year  has  rolled  around,  carrying  with  it  its  changes^- 
and  cares,  its  joys  and  trials  ;  the  rise  of  youth,  the  devel- 
opement  of  manhood  and  the  decay  of  age  ;  its  precious 
opportunities,  improved  or  unimproved  ;  a  year  of  trouble 
and  sorrow  for  our  beloved  country,  in  which  many  a  house 
has  been  desolated  and  many  a  heart  wrung  with  inexpres- 
sible anguish  ;  still  are  we  favored  with  many  mercies,  of 
which  the  Superintending  School  Committee  for  the  city  of 
Dover  are,  with  grateful  hearts,  enabled  to  report  a  year  of 
general  prosperity  in  the  schools  under  their  charge.  It 
appears  to  them,  that,  during  the  period  that  the  present 
Committee  have  had  the  pleasure  of  inspecting  these 
schools,  they  have  generally  progressed  ;  many  of  them 
have  assumed  a  higher  standard,  there  are  more  advanced 
scholars,  and  a  more  general  interest  in  study  and  improve- 
ment and  literary  progress.  This  may,  in  part,  be  owing 
to  transient  circumstances  ;  as  the  coming  forward  of  a 
certain  class  of  scholars,  or  the  fortunate  acquisition  of  a 
good  teacher;  yet  we  trust  there  are,  also,  more  perma- 
nent causes,  in  an  awakened  interest  in  the  community  in 
the  cause  of  education,  and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  the  im- 
portance of  rightly  training  the  young. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  were,  in  the  spring,  assigned  for  more  es- 
pecial inspection  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  as  fol- 
lows :  to  J.  Cook,  Dists.  No.  3,  4  and  9  ;  to  E.  M.  Wheel- 
ock,  6,  10,  11  ;  to  C.  B.  Bean,  5,  7,  8  and  12.  Before  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  schools  Wheelock  left  the 
city,  and  6  and  11  were  assigned  to  Cook  and  10  to  Bean. 

Jedediah  Cook  remarks  on  the  schools  visited  by  him, 
as  follows  : 

District  No.  3,  (Garrison  Hill,) — Prudential  Committee, 
D.  K.  Webster.  This  is  a  large  and  wealthy  district,  and 
has  more  than  fifty  scholars,  from  four  to  twenty  years  of 
age,  and  requires  a  very  large  amount  of  labor  and  perse- 
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verance  to  govern  and  instruct  them  properly.  The  summer 
and  fall  terms  were  under  the  care  of  Miss  E.  J.  Webster, 
and  the  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  John  Scales.  Both 
teachers,  during  their  terms,  have  devoted  their  time  and 
talents  for  the  benefit  of  their  charge,  with  a  good  degree 
of  efficiency.  And  it  is  enough  to  say,  they  have  fully  sus- 
tained their  former  good  reputation.  There  is  a  large  num- 
ber of  young  ladies  who,  by  their  scholarship  and  good  de- 
portment, do  credit  to  themselves  and  their  teachers  ;  and 
the  school  during  the  year,  with  some  deceptions,  has  done 
well.  By  looking  over  the  register,  we  find  there  has  been 
a  goodly  number  of  visitors  during  the  year.  But  we  saw 
very  few  of  the  substantial  names  of  the  District  on  the  list, 
noteven  thatof  the  Prudential  Committee  ;  whereas  it  ought 
to  embrace  the  name  of  every  parent  connected  with  the 
school ;  which  would  have  a  tendency,  not  only  to  encour- 
age and  sustain  the  teacher  in  his  arduous  labor,  and  incite 
the  children  to  greater  diligence  in  study,  but  would  also 
tend  to  do  away  that  outside  evil  influence,  so  liable  to  in- 
jure our  common  schools. 

District  No.  4,  (Long  Ilill) — Prudential  Committee,  R. 
Kimball.  The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by 
Miss  Anna  M.  Clark,  and  the  winter  term  by  Mr.  Charles 
K.  Hartford  ;  both  teachers  of  experience  and  ability.  The 
school  through  the  year  has  been  well  managed.  The 
scholars  appear  very  industrious,  and,  as  a  result  of  their 
industry,  are  prompt  and  accurate  in  their  recitations,  be- 
ing able  to  give  a  reason  for  their  doings.  They  manifest 
a  lively  interest  in  their  school  and  take  much  pleasure  in 
prompting  and  correcting  each  other  in  all  their  exercises. 
And  appearances  indicate  the  fact,  that  the  people  of  this 
district  are  not  slow  in  appreciating  the  benefits  arising 
from  a  well  taught  and  punctually  attended  school. 

District  No.  6,  (Lower  Neck) — Prudential  Committee,  A. 
Pinkham.  The  summer  term  of  this  school,  taught  by  Miss 
Mary  A.  Tuttle,  was  under  the  care  of  another  member  of 
the  Committee.  The  winter  term  was  kept  by  Miss  C. 
Hoytt,  who,  at  the  time  of  my  first  visit  to  her  school,  appear- 
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ed  to  be  doing  well  and  gave  indications  of  much  useful- 
ness to  those  under  her  charge.  As  regards  the  progress 
of  the  school  I  can  make  no  statement,  for  at  the  close  no 
examination  was  made,  as  the  school  was  completely  brok- 
en up,  in  consequence  of  the  measles  being  prevalent  in  the 
neighborhood.  Yet,  as  I  believe  Miss  H.  to  be  a  judicious 
and  faithful  teacher,  I  doubt  not  much  good  was  accom- 
plished. This  school  embraces  quite  a  number  of  large 
boys,  from  fifteen  to  twenty-one  years  of  age,  some  of  whom 
it  is  believed  would  receive  a  more  lasting  benefit  from  the 
strong  arm  of  a  male  teacher,  together  with  an  entire  dif- 
ferent training  at  home. 

District  No.  9,  (Blackwater) — Prudential  Committee,  H. 
R.  Stoddard.  The  summer  and  fall  terms  of  this  school 
were  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Olive  Hartford.  This 
is  a  small  district  whose  means  for  schooling  are  somewhat 
limited  ;  consequently  the  school  is  not  far  advanced.  The 
Committee  received  no  notice  of  the  school  being  in  oper- 
ation during  the  summer,  but  made  one  visit  near  the  close 
of  the  fall  term.  We  cannot  say  how  much  progress  was 
made,  but  the  teacher  appeared  faithful  in  her  calling,  and 
labored  hard  to  benefit  those  under  her  care  ;  and  if  the 
children  and  their  parents  would  manifest  as  much  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  school,  we  think  there  might  soon  be 
a  change  for  the  better. 

District  No.  11,  (Upper  Neck) — Prudential  Committee, 
A.  T.  Roberts.  This  is  the  district  that  for  many  years  has 
been  somewhat  noted  for  that  "old  school  house. '^  The 
summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Isabelle  C.  Hanson,  and 
cared  for  as  in  No.  6.  The  winter  term  was  under  the 
care  of  Miss  Lizzie  Drew,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  much 
energy  and  perseverance.  She  causes  her  scholars  readi- 
ly to  understand  that  they  are  there  for  some  purpose  ; 
that  her  wishes  and  their  acquiescence  mean  very  nearly  the 
same  thing.  Her  mode  of  instruction  is  highly  commend- 
able ;  whatever  is  learned  by  her  pupils  is  well  understood  ; 
great  care  is  taken  to  cause  the  children  to  speak  plainly, 
as  well  as  answer   correctly,  in  all   their  recitations.      A  I- 
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though  this  is  not  a  very  forward  school,  yet  there  are  many 
good  scholars,  and  during  the  winter  good  progress  has 
been  made,  and  a  more  quiet  and  orderly  school  has  not 
been  found.  We  do  not  wish  to  say  much  of  the  old  house, 
but  would  say  to  the  leading  men  of  the  district  that  your 
children  are  deserving  a  better  house,  and  think  if  you 
would  show  your  interest  in  the  school,  by  frequent  visit- 
ing, you  would  be  of  the  same  opinion.  And  as  it  is  said 
the  only  obsticle  is  its  location,  it  would  be  wise  to  refer 
that  point  to  the  proper  authorities  for  adjustment,  that  the 
desired  end  may  bs  aKJCompllshed,  and  your  children  be 
proud  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  modern  conveniencies  of  a 
new  and  commodious  school  house. 

Mr.  Bean  remarks  of  tho  schools  assigned  to  him  : 
District   No.  5,    (Back   River) — Prudential   Committee, 
Henry  Meserve.     Teacher  of  the  summer  school,    Sarah  J. 
Drew  ;  winter,  Geo.  H.  Butler.     The   Prudential  Commit- 
tee made  some  effort  to  secure  good  teachers,  and  was  for- 
tunate in  engaging  such  as  were  interested  in   their   work, 
agreeable  to  the  scholars,  and  generally  acceptable  to  their 
parents.     The  older  scholars  who  have  attended   for  a  few^ 
years  past,  were  missed  from  the  summer,  and  most  of  them 
from  the  winter  school  ;  many  have  left  the  district  and 
are  now  all  scattered,    all  sundered  by  mountain  and  wave, 
and  some  in  the  silent    embrace  of  the  grave.     A  number 
are  in  the  army  and  navy,   and  several  have  fallen  in  the 
service  of  their  country.     In  the  summer  school  was  pret- 
ty good  order,  some  attention  to  study,  and  a  fair  amount 
of  improvement.     The  teacher  of  the  winter  school   was  a 
young  man  of  talent  and  devotion  to  his  employment,  and 
apparently  not  deficient  in  energy.     He  kept  a  pretty  good 
and  very  pleasant  school,   pretty  quiet  and  orderly,  with  a 
good  degree  of  attention  to  study  and  a  valuable  amount  of 
progress  and  improvement.     But  I  wish  this    school  could 
have  a  teacher  of  unusual   ability,   energy  and  resources, 
who  should  have  a  peculiar  gift  and  power  to  awaken  the 
slumbering  faculties,  to  arouse  and  fix  the   attention,   and 
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organize  intellectual  industry  into  orderly,  systematic  and 
efficient  activity  ;  and  that  he  might  be  backed  up  and  sus- 
tained by  the  parents,  and  receive  their  hearty  co-operation. 
I  think  that  such  a  school  combined  with  other  right  moral 
and  elevating  influences,  would  do  much  to  raise  this  dis- 
trict to  the  standing  that,  with  its  ability,  its  material  and 
intellectual  resources,  it  ought  to  occcupy. 

District  No.  1,  (Littleworth) — Prudential  Committee,  A. 
A.  Wiggin.  Teacher  of  summer  school,  Mary  E.  Cook  ; 
winter,  Joseph  H.  Worcester.  This  is  an  example  of  what 
united  and  harmonious  effort,  on  the  j)art  of  parents,  will 
do  for  a  school  and  for  education.  It  raises  up  its  own 
teachers  and  furnishes  some  of  the  best  for  other  districts. 
The  Prudential  Committee  deserves  credit  for  the  interest 
that  he  takes  in  the  school  and  efforts  made  to  secure  good 
teachers.  The  summer  school  was  taught  by  a  very  young 
teacher  of  many  accomplishments  and  much  promise,  thus 
called  to  teach  those  with  whom  she  had  just  been  asso- 
ciated as  a  scholar.  Her  first  effort  was  very  successful. 
The  school  was  quite  orderly-  and  industrious  and  well 
taught,  especially  in  Geography.  With  the  acquisition  of 
the  skill  and  proficiency  that  comes  by  experience,  in  lead- 
ing the  young  mind  fully  to  comprehend  the  knowledge  and 
ideas  presented  to  it,  and  in  developing  the  powers  of  in- 
tellect and  heart,  she  will  doubtless  succeed  to  the  advanced 
position  in  the  profession  to  which  she  has  a  hereditary 
title.  The  winter  school  was  kept  by  an  experienced,  able 
and  faithful  teacher.  It  was  well  ordered  and  well  taught, 
and  evidently  too  well  employed  for  diversion  and  disorder; 
The  progress  was  what  might  have  been  expected,  and  the 
advanced  classes  would  well  compare  with  those  in  the 
Grammar  and  High  Schools.  I  very  much  regret  that  I 
was  disappointed,  by  circumstances  beyond  my  control,  of 
a  vist  to  this  school  at  its  close. 

District  No.  8,  (Toleud)— Prudential  Committee,  Jackson 
Hodgdon.  Teacher  of  summer  school,  Ruth  A.  Ham  ; 
winter,  John  R.  Ham.  The  young  teacher  of  the  summer 
.gchool  has,   in  this  her  second  term  in  this  school,  well  sur- 
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mounted  the  difficulties  incident  to  governing  her  quondam 
school  mates,  and  showed  that  she  possesses  the  power  and 
capacity  to  become  a  first  rate  teacher.  The  school  appear- 
ed orderly,  and  the  recitations  showed  energetic  and  efficient 
tiraining  and  instruction..  The  winter  teacher  was  young, 
but  well  qualified,  energetic,  active  and  industrious.  The 
school  was  pretty  large,  much  larger  than  formerly,  with 
much  restless  and  rather  unpromising  material  to  work 
upon,  relieved  by  some  very  commendable  exceptions  that 
would  be  a  credit  to  any  school,  and  encourage  a  hope  that 
the  prophecy  may  be  true  that  the  moral  ''wilderness  shall 
be  glad  for  them,  and  the  heath  shall  rejoice  and  blossom 
as  the  rose.''  The  teacher  remarks,  "some  regard  the  win- 
ter term  as  a  sort  of  recreation,  a  time  of  leisure  which  they 
may  idle  away  at  will.  Persuasion  in  this  school  does  not 
meet  the  deserved  ends  and  must  give  place  to  the  ferrule. 
More  blackboard  is  needed." 

District  No.  10 — (Upper  Factory.) — Prudential  Commit- 
tee, E.  Kimball.  Teacher  of  Summer  School,  Hannah  E. 
Hayes  ;  Winter,  Amanda  S.  Wiggin.  E.  M.  Wheelock 
visited  the  summer  school  and  left  no  report,  except  verb- 
ally that  the  school  did  pretty  well  and  had  a  good  class 
in  Algebra.  The  winter  school  was  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing the  services  of  a  well  qualified,  accomplished  and  most 
faithful  teacher.  The  school  is  small  but  quite  interesting. 
It  has  I  think  advanced  rapidly  and  now  takes  a  high  stand 
for  scholarship  and  intellectual  activity.  Indeed  the  activ- 
ity of  some  of  the  smaller  boys  overflows,  and  perhaps  they 
presume  a  little  on  the  good  nature  of  their  airaable  and 
kind  hearted  teacher.  .  The  number  of  classes  exceeds  the 
number  of  scholars.  I  am  glad  to  see  in  th;s  district  a 
school  which  now  corresponds  in  some  degree  with  the 
wealth  and  intelligence  of  its  inhabitants. 

District  No.  12 — (Knox  Marsh.) — Prudential  Committee, 
John  Kimball.  Teacher  of  the  summer  school,  Ellen  A. 
Jenkins;  winter,  Mary  A.  Tuttle.  The  Prudential  Com- 
mittee was  very  solicitous  to  engage  the  best  teachers  for 
his  school.     The  summer  term  was  taught  by  a  well  edu* 
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cated  and  devoted  teacher,  but  some  unpleasant  neighbor- 
hood feelings  seemed  to  get  into  the  school  and  impair  its 
usefulness.  The  teacher  tried  hard  and  toward  the  close 
of  the  school  the  order  was  pretty  good  and  a  good  degree 
of  improvement  effected  especially  by  the  smaller  children. 
The  teacher  for  the  winter  used  her  "experience  and  skill'' 
to  a  good  purpose  ;  the  school  was  well  governed  and  well 
employed  and  much  valuable  progress  was  made.  I  visited 
the  school  twice  but  regret  that  I  was  not  informed  of  the 
time  of  its  close. 

PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEES. 

The  Schools  in  Districts  6,  t,  9  and  10  were   visited  by 
their  Prudential  Committees. 

The  office  of  Prudential  Committee  is  an  important  and 
responsible  one.  Indeed,  they,  having  the  primary  selec- 
tion of  teachers,  have  more  actual  power  than  any  body 
else  connected  with  the  schools  ;  and  on  its  intelligent, 
faithful,  disinterested,  and  impartial  discharge,  much  of 
their  success  and  usefulness  depends.  They  should  be 
chosen  without  reference  to  any  private  or  party  interests, 
either  neighborhood  or  national,  should  be  men  of  good 
sense  and  principles,  judgment  and  standing,  and  generally 
of  good  education  and  able  to  appreciate  a  good  teacher 
and  a  good  school ;  and  should  be  paid  a  fair  compensation 
for  their  services.  The  dearest  of  all  public  servants  are 
usually  those  who  serve  for  nothing.  And  they  should  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office,  unselfishly,  independently, 
and  solely  with  reference  to  the  best  interests  of  the  dis- 
trict and  the  school,  in  which  they  should  take  especial  in- 
terest, and  often  visit,  countenancing  and  sustaining  the 
teacher,  and  consulting  with  him,  and  with  the  scholars, 
the  parents  and  the  superintending  committee. 

STATE  SUPERINTENDENT,  AND  TEACHER^S   SEM- 
INARY. 
We  think  the  schools  have  been  generally  fortunate   du- 
ring the  year  past  in  securing  good   and  faithful  teachers, 
who  were  well  qualified  for  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  their 
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work.  We  are  pleased  to  notice  many  of  their  names  on 
the  list  of  visitors  to  each  other's  schools.  We  would  en- 
courage the  practice,  and  think  it  would  be  well  for  them 
to  take  a  day  in  each  term  for  that  purpose,  taking  with 
them  such  of  their  own  scholars  as  would  creditably  repre- 
sent their  own  schools.  There  should  be  more  teachers' 
meetings  and  associations.  Those  of  one  district  have  held 
such  meetings  and  we  regret  that  they  did  not  open  their 
doors  to  all  teachers  in  the  city.  We  are  sorry  that  more 
is  not  doing  to  elevate  the  teacher's  profession,  a  profession 
Becond  in  importance  to  no  other,  nor  should  it  be  second 
in  dignity,  reputation  or  learning.  We  have  neither  Nor- 
mal Schools,  nor  Teachers'  Institutes.  We  should  have  a 
State  Superintendent,  the  ablest  man  for  the  office  that 
could  be  had  in  the  State  or  out,  who  should  devote  hfs 
whole  time  and  attention  to  th*e  interests  of  education,  vis- 
iting towns  and  schools  in  summer  and  winter  ;  and  for  six 
weeks  in  the  spring,  and  the  same  in  the  autumn,  conduct- 
ing a  Teachers'  Seminary  ;  aided  by  the  most  accomplished 
teachers  as  associate  professors.  The  school  should  be  on 
a  like  foundation  with  those  of  law,  medicine  and  divinity, 
and  should  have  model  schools  of  all  grades  connected  with 
it,  for  the  instruction  and  practice  of  students  in  teaching, 
and  should  by  itself,  or  in  connection  with  a  University, 
confer  degrees  on  its  graduates,  corresponding  to  those  in 
law  and  divinity,  according  to  their  professional  or  literary 
standing.  The  inspection  of  schools  in  each  town  might 
be  assigned  to  one  person  and  the  oflSce  of  County  Com- 
missioner abolished,  or  that  of  Town  Superintendents  abol- 
ished and  their  duties  all  devolved  on  the  County  Commis- 
sioner, who  should  then  give  his  whole  time  to  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 
The  frequent  changes  of  text  books  by  committees,  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  our  Legislature.    It  seems  strange 
that  committees  have  so  little  of  the  confidence  of  the  com- 
munity that  they  cannot  be  trusted  in  this  respect.     If  they 
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would  act  with  prudence,  judgment,  and  discrimination, 
unbiased  by  interested  influences;  and  with  true  regard  to 
the  improvement  of  scholars  and  the  pockets  of  their  pa- 
rents, there  need  be  no  cause  of  complaint.  And  yet, 
doubtless,  unnecessary  changes  of  books  have  too  frequent- 
ly been  made,  often  for  no  better,  sometimes  for  worse, 
and  the  variety  of  text  books  of  the  same  branch  and  grade 
in  some  schools  is  a  great  evil.  Perhaps  a  county  conven- 
tion, of  one  delegate  chosen  by  each  town  or  by  the  Super- 
intendent Committee,  to  meet  once  in  three  years  and  de- 
cide on  text  books,  would  be  a  good  arrangement. 

UNION  OF  DISTRICTS. 

tf  all  the  schools  in  our  city  could  be  united  on  some- 
thing like  the  Portsmouth  plan,  if  the  High  School  was  sup- 
ported and  open  to  the  whole  city,  if  a  general  superinten- 
dence  and  some  uniformity  of  system,  with  an  equal  appor- 
^tionment  of  school  money  to  each  district  for  each  teacher 
of  the  same  grade,  making  the  schools  of  equal  length, 
while  each  district  should  retain  its  district  organization 
and  district  committees  as  now,  we  believe  it  would  be  a 
very  advantageous  and  very  desirable  arrangement  for  all 
parties.  The  High  School  would  have  what  it  has  always 
demanded,  a  larger  basis  of  population  and  lower  schools 
to  draw  from,  educational  privileges  would  be  more  extend- 
ed and  equalized,  and  in  the  suburban  and  smaller  districts 
increased  and  made  more  efficient,  both  in  the  High  and 
district  schools.  All  the  schools  being  connected  with  the 
High  School,would  receive  from  it  a  stimulating  and  invig- 
orating influence,  and  all  the  communities  of  our  city  and 
suburbs  would  be  cemented  in  a  more  general  and  hao-mo- 
nious  union.  The  idea  that  the  suburban  districts  would 
be  taxed  to  support  a  high  school  for  districts  1  asd;  2  we- 
deem  fallacious,  it  being  generally  conceded  that  the  coun- 
try schools  would  furnish  more  than  their  proportion  of 
matriculates  to  the  High  School,  education  beiog  more  gea- 
erally  appreciated  by  country  than  by  city  chdldjcen. 
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SABBATH    SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  are  charged,  by  the  law  of  our  State,  to 
encourage,  by  all  available  means,  the  inculcation  in  the 
minds  of  children  and  youth,  of  sentiments  of  morality  and 
virtue,  purity,  humanity,  and  piety  ;  and  one  of  the  most 
efficient  and  important  instrumentalities  for  this  purpose, 
v^e  believe  to  be  the  Sabbath  school.  Investigations  have 
developed  the  fact  that  of  all  the  wretched  inmates  of  pris- 
ons, not  one  is  to  be  found  who  had  been  a  regular  attend- 
ant of  Sabbath  school.  Had  but  a  part  of  the  labor  and 
means  expended  in  suppressing  vice  and  crime,  been  be- 
stowed in  efforts  to  bring  all  the  youthful  population  under 
the  influence  of  the  Sabbath  school  and  the  Bible,  would 
not  the  end  have  been  more  effectually  secured  ?  And  who 
doubts  that  if  the  means  now  so  lavished  to  rescue  our  un- 
happy country  by  war,  had  been  given  as  freely  to  imbue 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  all  the  children  of  our  land  with 
the  principles  of  the  Bible  and  the  precepts  of  Him  who 
came  to  "  preach  deliverance  to  the  captive  and  to  publish 
peace,''  our  grief  stricken  nation  would  have  been  spared 
the  baptism  of  blood,  and  tears,  and  wailing,  and  woe, 
with  which  we  now  writhe,  as  in  the  agonies  of  impending 
dissolution  !  In  every  school  house,  in  every  district  and 
neighborhood,  where  there  are  a  dozen  children  who  will 
not  attend  the  schools  already  established,  let  there  be  one 
instituted  ;  let  it  be  a  union  school  in  which  those  of  dif- 
ferent denominations  can  unite  in  the  study  of  the  Bible  and 
the  inculcation  of  its  generally  received  truths.  Here  is 
employment  for  every  talent,  from  that  of  the  humblest 
Christian  who  can  read  and  loves  his  Bible,  to  those  of  the 
greatest  experience,  learning,  talents  and  gifts.  Let  the 
most  moral  and  virtuous,  the  most  charitable  and  benevo- 
lent,  those  of  the  holiest  and  purest  lives,  of  the  kindest 
and  most  loving  hearts,  give  their  efforts  and  labors  for  the 
Sabbath  school,  and  endeavor  to  bring  in  every  child  and 
youth  in  the  vicinity  not  connected  with  such  school.  And 
let  the  old  join  with   the  young  in  the  interesting  and  de- 
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lightful  study  of  the  "  Book  of  all  other  books  the  best." 
The  advantage  of  such  a  school,  in  intellectual  and  literary 
improvement;  is  of  no  small  value,  but  its  influence  on  the 
mind  and  heart,  on  the  character  and  life,  and  on  the  des- 
tinies of  those  connected  with  it  for  time  and  for  eternity, 
are  incalculable,  and  beyond  finite  comprehension.  It  is 
thought  by  some,  that  if  the  Sabbath  afternoon  sermon  wau 
omitted,  in  order  to  give  more  time  and  prominence  to  the 
Sabbath  school,  and  to  encourage  the  district  Sabbath 
•schools  which  alone  seem  equal  to  bringing  in  all  the  chil- 
dren by  bringing  the  school  to  their  doors,it  would  be  well. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  going  the  rounds  of  the  schools,  we  miss  many  from 
the  forms  and  some  from  the  teachers'  desk  whom  our  coun- 
try's calamities  have  called  away.  With  sorrow  for  the 
departed  and  the  tear  of  sympathy  for  the  bereaved,  we 
would  earnestly  entreat  those  that  remain,  both  scholars 
and  teachers,  to  improve  their  time  and  privileges,  and  ful- 
fil their  duties,  ''  as  in  the  great  Taskmaster's  eye,"  and 
may  He  smile  on  our  educational  institutions  and  all  con- 
nected with  them,  and  bless  our  humble  efforts,  and  all  oth- 
ers, for  the  training  and  education  and  improvement  of  the 
children  and  youth,  is  the  heartfelt  desire  of  your  Commit- 
tee.

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HIGHWAY  DISTRICTS, 

As  Established  by  the  City  Comiml,  ApHl  21,  1863. 


Eesolved,  That  the  City  be  divided  into  21  Highway  Dis- 
tricts and  that  their  several  limits  be  as  follows : 

District  No.  1 — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  City  ;  also  Locust  (for- 
merly High)  street  to  its  head,  Arch  street.  Silver  and 
Washington  streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to 
its* junction  with  Tolend  Koad,  Brick  street  to  its  junction 
with  Grove,  Fresh  Creek  Road  west  of  the  Rollins  Road, 
Franklin  street  and  the  Rollins  Road  to  their  junction  with 
Fresh  Creek  Road,  the  Turnpike  to  Rollinsford  line,  Rog- 
ers street,  the  Gulf  Road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills,  Payne 
street  to  the  Culvert  beyond  Plate's  hill.  Mount  Pleasant  to 
Cross  Road,  Cross  Road  to  Neck  Road  near  James  Caton's 
house.  Pleasant  street  to  John  Meserve's  house  and  to  head 
of  Locust. 

District  No.  2 — Shall  begin  at  Cushing's  Mills,  thence  to 
James  McDufiee's  gate,  the  old  road  by  Capt.  James  B. 
Guppey's  to  FreshCreek  Road,  and  Fresh  Creek  Road  east 
of  the  Rollins  Road  to  Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  3— Shall  begin  at  the  foot  of  Garrison  hill, 
thence  to  Somersworth  line  and  Wm.  Moore's  house  ;  also 
by  E.  Hurd's  house  to  Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  4 — Shall  begin  at  Sommei'worth  line  near 
Henderson's  House,  thence  down  to  Gage's  hill,  also  by 
Moses  Hussey's  house  to  the  new  road,  and  to  Reynard's 
Brook. 

District  No.  5 — Shall   commence  at  Somersworth  line  on 
Blackwater  Road,  thence  to   the   Rochester   and   Somers- 
worth lines.

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Diafrici  No.  6— Shall  begin  at  Reynard^s  brook  south  of 
David  Sargent's  house,thence  by  said  Sargent's  to  Roches- 
ter line  ;  also  the  road  leading  by  Charles  Kimball's  house 
to  Paul  Home's  house,  and  the  road  leading  by  the  school 
house  to  the  Railroad  Crossing. 

District  No.  1 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  Point,  thence  to  the 
junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  No.  8 — Shall  begin  at  John  Meserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  No.  9 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy  Roberts,  thence  to  the 
red  School  House  and  main  road  to  and  across  the  bridge 
below  Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross  roads 

District  No.  10 — Shall  begin  at  Amaziah  Brownell's  house, 
thence  by  the  house  of  Nicholas  Varney  to  Nathaniel  Carl- 
ton's house  and  the  Cowan  Road. 

District  No.  11 — Shall  begin  at  the  Culvert  at  Plate's 
hill,  thence  by  Samuel  Hanson's  2d  to  the  old  road  and 
the  Amos  Burrows  road. 

District  No.  12 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  James  Went- 
worth,  thence  to  the  house  of  William  Drew,  the  David  and 
Samuel  Tuttle  roads,  the  new  road  to  Reynold's  Bridge, 
and  the  David  Drew  lane  and  Spruce  lane. 

District  No.  13 — Shall  begin  at  the  head  of  Locust  street, 
thence  to  the  house  of  William  Drew  ;  also  the  mast  road 
to  Reynold's  Bridge. 

District  No.  14 — Shall  begin  at  the  Madbury  liee,  thence 
by  Simon  J.Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  Bridge,the  mast  road  to 
Reynold's  Bridge,  and  the  Pudding  hill  road  to  Madbury 
line. 

District  No.  15 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Joshua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  of  William  Twombly  to  Mad 
bury  line,  and  from  said  road  by  Richardson's  Mill  to  the 
Durham  road,  and  then  from  said  road  to  the  farm  of  E. 
Cate,  and  from  said  road  to  the  Hanson  shop,  (so  called.) 
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District  No.  16 — Shall  begin  at  tlic  liuuse  uf  Kobcrt  Cris- 
ty,  thence  to  Madbury  line,  by  J.  Cook's  house,  and  to 
Madbury  line  by  the  house  of  J.  F.  Kelly,  thence  on  cross 
road  to  the  house  of  Wm.  W.  Wig-gin. 
•  Diatrict  No.  17 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  lately  owned  by  H.  G.  Otis,  thence  by  the 
house  of  Ephraim  Ham  to  E.  Faxon's  blacksmith  shop,  and 
both  cross  roads  leading  from  said  road  across  the  Whit- 
tier  Bridge  to  the  Railroad  Crossing  ;  also  the  cross  road 
to  Wm.  W.  Wiggings  and  the  cross  roa  1  to  the  Upper  Fac- 
tory Bridge. 

District  No  18 — Shall  begin  at  E.  Faxon's  blacksmitli 
shop,  thence  by  the  house  of  John  H.  Lougce  to  Barring- 
ton  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  lino,  tlic  road  to  Madbury 
line,  and  cross  road  over  the  Watson  Bridge  to  the  Rail- 
road Crossing. 

District  No.  19 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  A.  T.  Roberts,  thence  by  Ivory  Paul's 
house  to  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  Samuel  H.  Hanson's 
house,  and  the  cross  road  to  Mrs.  Pinkham's. 

District  No.  20 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  Grove  and 
Brick  streets,  thence  by  the  house  of  Ezra  Kimball  to  In- 
dian Brook  ;  also  the  road  by  R.  Kimball's  house  to  the 
house  of  Wm.  Moore,  thence  to  the  Railroad  Crossing  near 
the  Whittier  Bridge  ;  also  the  Upper  Factory  road,  from  the 
school  house  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge. 

District  No.  21 — Shall  begin  at  Indian  Brook,  thence  by 
the  Poor  Farm  and  house  of  James  Kimball  to  the  Railroad 
Bridge  ;  also  by  the  house  of  Timothy  11.  Snell  to  Roches- 
ter line,  and  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's  farm,  and 
cross  road  to  the  Railroad  Crossing.
